of dollars in appropriations. 


In the final voting yesterday on 
a $14,800,000,090 defense 
money 
bill, economy advocates actually 
showed a good-sized majority. 


Pushing an amendment which 
would have 
required 
President 
Truman to cut 
government ex­ 
penses five to IO 
percent, they 
summoned a 
total of 49 
votes 
against only 28 for the opposition. 
But that 
was not enough. It 
fell three votes short of the two- 
thirds margin which Vice Presi­ 
dent Barkley, the Senate’s pre­ 
siding officer, had ruled neces­ 
sary. 


That appeared to put the whole 
economy question over#until the 
1950 congressional campaigns, in 
which 
it is 
expected to 
be a 
major issue . 


The proposed rider would have 
required

from two to four and a half bil­

dollars from the estimated

Listening to a g ro up o f Washing to n C. H. 
businessmen the o ther day , the questio n 
heard being discussed was 
the effect 
o f 
larg e strikes o n business and particularly 
whether g o v ernment fact-finding bo ards in 
labo r disputes really find the facts. 
This has been a questio n that has disturb­ 
ed tho se directly in co ntro v ersy in a co n­ 
siderable pro po rtio n 
o f the 
disputes 
in 
which such bo ards hav e functio ned. 
Rig ht no w the steel dispute which may 
hav e a v ital effect o n this natio n’s eco no mic 
situatio n, is an ex treme ex ample. The steel 
industry manag ement, fro m the beg inning , 
was o ppo sed to President Truman's scheme 
jar his fact-finding bo ard named in such a 
way as to by pass the Taft-Hartley law.

The feel­ 
ing seemed to be that decisions 
usually 
were po litically inclined, rather than being 
based o n the merits o f the cases as fo und 
in facts tho ro ug hly established. 
Criticism o f the fact-finding bo ard sy stem 
pro bably stems fundamentally fro m resent­ 
ment o f settlement terms impo sed by an 
o utsider. 
It is that resentment which was 
ex pressed bv Ben Mo reeli, president o f the 
Jo nes and Laug hlin Steel Co mpany , when 
he called 
the institutio n o f fact-finding 
bo ards a step to ward g o v ernment co ntro l o f 


the eco no my . He po ints o ut truly that if the 
finding s o f such bo ards are to hav e real 
v alue so o ner o r later the necessity o f en­ 
fo rcing them will arise. 
These criticisms and fears do no t neces­ 
sarily arg ue that the fact-finding sy stem o f 
arbitratio n is faulty in itself. It may o nly 
need different spo nso rship. The who le thing 
mig ht appear in a new lig ht if it co uld be 
placed under so me autho rity which wo uld 
be trusted co mpletely by bo th manag ement 
and labo r, which wo uld be free fro m taint 
o f po litical o r o ther special interest o r the 
po ssibility o f co rruptio n. 
Is there such an 
autho rity ' in the land? 


Saving Windows 
Windo w breakag e is a pro blem fo r mo st 
scho o ls and o ther public and priv ate build­ 
ing s lo cated where children habitually play 
in larg e g ro ups. Chicag o o ffers no ex cep­ 
tio n; there bro ken windo ws in the public 
scho o l building s hav e been co unted in the 
tho usands each mo nth. 
After y ears o f preaching o n the subject, 
scho o l administrato rs g o t pupils interested 
in taking o v er the jo b o f co nserv atio n. They 
dev ised their o wn pro tectiv e o rg anizatio n 
and metho ds. They eliminated ball-play ­ 
ing within rang e o f unpro tected windo ws 
and cleared scho o l g ro unds o f lo o se sto nes 
which mig ht pro v e tempting . 
Ov er a fiv e-mo nth perio d taken fo r co m­ 
pariso n, breakag e was reduced by twenty 
per cent. So metimes it takes fire to fig ht 
fire, and it takes an activ e bo y to sto p an­ 
o ther activ e bo y fro m breaking a windo w.

THERE are almost 
as 
many 
cau ses of itching of the sk in as 
there are people. We are all fami­ 
liar wsth th® type of itching du e to 
ou tside sou rces, su ch as the bite of 
an insect or contact with an irritat­ 
ing su bstance, bu t not so many 
realize that itching may also be one 
of the manifestations of disease. 
It is, for instance, very common 
among people su ffering from liver 
distu rbances, particu larly in those 
who develop jau ndice, the greenish- 
yellow discoloration of the sk in 
which is so frequ ently seen in cer­ 
tain liver disorders. Itching may 
also occu r in liver disease even 
thou gh no jau ndice ie present. 


Certain Grou ps 
There is a certain grou p of peo­ 
ple who seem to develop an itchy 
sensation of the sk in very readily 
from a great variety of cau ses. In 
them, almost any type of excite­ 
ment, as well as heat, cold, su n­ 
shine. and inju ry can bring on an 
attack of itching. Su ch people are 
thou ght 
to 
be 
oversensitive 
to 
a su bstance, called acetylcholine, 
which is released in the Bk in as a 
resu lt of any of the cau ses men­ 
tioned above. 
Allergy or oversensitivity is a 
frequ ent cau se of itching of the 
sk in. Sometimes, tile reaction tak es 
place in the otTter layer of the sk in. 
In other instances, the reaction is 
in the walla of the blood vessels of 
the deeper layers of the sk in and 
may resu lt in the formation of 
hives. In both types, the su bstances 
produ cing allergic reactions reach 
the sk in throu gh the blood stream 
and, in either instance, the itching 
may

changes in the sk in. Su ch prepara­ 
tions as benadryl and pyribenza* 
mine, which are k nown as anti-his­ 
tamine dru gs, are u sefu l in the 
treatment. 
Another cau se of itching sk in is 
a distu rbance of the circu lation. 
This often happens in the legs 
when varicose veins are present. 
Tu mor growths, particu larly of 
the stomach and bowel, also may 
cau se generalized itching. 


Lymph Glands 
A disorder affecting the lymph 
glands and k nown as Hodgk in’s 
disease may often be accompanied 
by very severe itching. In fact, the 
itching may be the first symptom 
of the disorder to appear. 
Treatment of generalized itching 
depends, of cou rse, to some extent 
on the cau se. Sometimes the prepa­ 
rations which stimu late the circu ­ 
lation may be helpfu l. 
In cases of itching sk in withou t 
a rash, there is always need for a 
thorou gh stu dy to determine the 
factor which may be responsible. 
Then the treatment which may be 
most effective in eliminating these 
cau se* may be u tilized.
